Senate To Delay 
Richardson Vote 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The Senate 
Judiciary Committee appears unlikely 
to 
act 
on 
Elliot 
L.

nomination to be attorney general until 
he announces his choice as special 
Watergate prosecutor. 
One of the Republican members, 
Sen. Marlow Cook of Kentucky, said 
Wednesday “that seems to be the 
sense of the com m ittee.” 
The panel continues its questioning 
of Richardson today. 
R ichardson,

Scott, also a committee member, said 
he expects Richardson's choice will lie 
made known before a vote is taken on 
his nomination. 
At the windup of the com mittee’s 
first day of hearings, the subject had 
shifted to the break-in at the Dis 
Angeles office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. Ellsberg is on trial in Ixis 
Angeles for releasing the Pentagon 
papers.

testified that President Nixon never

reported so low that some areas may 
face starvation if the coming harvest is

grams no longer provide an adequate 
buffer against crop failure, the Food 
and Agriculture Organization told the 
Economic Committee of the U.N.

on 
Wednesday. 
As a result, EAD is drafting a 
“ minimum world food security” 
program in which major consuming 
countries would share with grain- 
growing countries the responsibility 
for emergency stockpiling. Director- 
(Jenera! Addeke IL Boerma is to unveil 
the program at the agency’s annual 
meeting in Rome next month. 
Ambassador LA. Akbun of Pakistan 
said such a program would make 
maintenance of grain stocks a global 
responsibility iastead of something left 
to the producing countries and market 
conditions. 
In past years, needy countries have 
lieen able to count on huge surpluses in 
producing countries, m ainly the 
United States and Canada, but KAO 
Asst. Director-General E M . Ojala 
said these surpluses have 
now 
disappeared. 
“ The governments concerned have 
developed new techniques for ad­ 
justing production to demand,” he told 
the economic committee. 
He said that even if surpluses 
reappear, “ they will be temporary and 
undependable as the world’s central 
food reserve in moments of crisis.” 
Ojala said world wheat reserves are 
the lowest in 20 years, down to 28 
million tons and only 23 per cent of 
estimated 1973-74 needs.

Field reports said an enemy force 
overran a detachment guarding a 
I nudge 94 miles south of the capital, 
killing 18 of the defenders and woun­ 
ding five. 
Forty miles north of the city on 
Highway 5, the Communists made two 
assaults on government troops trying 
to dislodge a strong force of in­ 
surgents. The command said ll of its 
soldiers were killed and 18 were 
wounded. 
Highway 5, the principal route from 


the rice ImiwI in northwestern Cam- 
bodia, has been blocked by the in­ 
surgents for more than two months. 
The 1st Brigade secured about seven 
miles of the road last week, but a 
sizable stretch is still held by the 
Communists, and rice convoys are 
unable to get through. 
The Cambodian command also 
reported that night attacks were 
repulsed on outer defensive positions 
at Taken, a liesieged provincial capital 
39 miles south of Phnom Penh, and at 
the fishing town of Kampot, on the Gulf 
of Siam.

The truth is that even the most

evil. Paradoxically, they got involved 
in the crimes and the dirty tricks 
precisely because of their idealism.

youngish Nixonians are believers. 
They were convinced that the brand of

Fitzgerald is not saying that all 
idealism is corrupt His point is rather 
that a certain intense pitch of idealism, 
jx-cuharly 
American, will stop at 
nothing. Jet) Ma grueler, who lias ad­ 
mitted deep Watergate involvement, is 
reported as having often observed that 
Richard Nixon "must be re-elected at 
all costs.” 
A man like Magruder does not ap- 
l>ear to be a crook. He comes from an 
old Maryland family, hi* was a tennis 
star at Williams College, he married a 
!x*autiful Vassar girl, he is a man of 
great charm, arui a convinced con­ 
servative. He was dont* in, like Gatsby, 
by the excessiveness of his idealism. 
The narrator of “ The Great Gatsby” 
is bowled over by the revelation that 
Meyer Wolfsheim fixed the World 
Series of 1919. He should have stuck 
around. The Nixonians were trying to 
rig a Presidential election. 
Though I don’t know if he has ever 
read the novel. Richard Nixon has 
always been conscious of a streak of

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I. Coleman, M D. 


I have developed colitis. For the last 
20 years I have been taking a mild 
laxative every night. 
Could the laxative be responsible 
after so many years? 
Mr. M.C.F., Ore. 


Dear Mr. F.: 
There are two distinct aspects of 
your letter that I will comment on. 
The first is the overuse and, some­ 
times, the abuse of laxatives or 
purgatives. 
There are people who go into a tail­ 
spin if they have one day’s variation of 
their normal bowel habits. Too many 
people concentrate too much on their 
“ regularity.” 
Some, like yourself, insist that “ only 
with laxatives can I maintain regu­ 
larity.” 
The result is a dependence on laxa­ 
tives which often goes on for many 
years. The intestinal tract becomes 
sluggish and ceases to function without 
the stimulation of the laxative. 
In most instances, a change in the 
diet regime, increasing foods with 
roughage and especially increasing 
the intake of water, again regulates 
the bowel activity. 
It should be emphasized that dif­ 
ferent types of laxatives stimulate the 
bowel in different ways. It is therefore 
most important that the laxative, even 
for a very short time, be chosen by the 
doctor. 
About the colitis. This is a general 
term that is applied to many disorders 
of the small and the large intestine. 
It is conceivable that certain types of 
colitis may have been caused by pro­ 


longed irritation by laxatives of the 
delicate lining of the bowel. The ap­ 
proach to your problem is, of course, 
the treatment of the colitis and rees­ 
tablishment of bowel activity without 
the laxatives that you have become de­ 
pendent on. 


I have the most excruciating pain 
between my toes. I recall that my 
mother had the same thing at my age, 
which is 49. 
Can there possibly be some inherited 
condition involved? 
Mrs. E.T., Ind. 


Dear Mrs. T.: 
I doubt that there is a congenital or a 
familial disorder that accounts for 
your problem. Rather, I would specu­ 
late that this is coincidental. The con­ 
dition certainly needs study, both clin­ 
ically and by X-ray. 
There is an unusual condition known 
as “ Morton’s Neuroma,” or “ Morton’s 
Toe.” A small tumor of one of the 
nerves of the foot, usually in the web 
space between the third and fourth toe, 
can cause such severe pain. This 
usually occurs on one foot and is 
thought to be due to injury to the nerve. 
Many devices have been used, with 
foam rubber padding and other protec­ 
tive means, to take pressure off the 
nerve and the small nodule that is on it. 
If this is the cause of your problem, 
surgery is effective and brings total 
relief. 
Many other foot problems must, of 
course, be ruled out before coming to 
the conclusion that you may have a 
“ Morton’s Toe.”

NEW YORK (AF) — Test yourself. 
There’s a good chance that you believe 
one or 
more 
of 
the 
following 
statements: 
—We don’t have any more family 
farmers in this country. Oh, a few, of 
course, but the big corporations have 
taken over and they’ve pretty much 
run the little fellow out of business. 
The facts dispute this widely held 
notion. Data from the 1969 census 
aren’t available yet, but those who 
follow the trends, such as the Con­ 
ference Hoard, believe that 95 per cent 
of farms are still family-operated. 
That was the percentage found in 
other studies made in 1949, 1959 and 
1964, even though there was a sharp 
decrease in the number of farms — 
from 6,350,000 in 1940 to 2,876,000 in 
1970. 
There are several reasons why the 
belief bas taken hold. One is that the 
average farm size has grown from 175 
acres to about 390 acres in the past 30 
years or so. Another is that the 5 per 
cent nonfamily farms account for a big 
share of production — 35 per cent in 
1964. 
The fact is that many of the large 
corporations that did go into farming 
found it not nearly as profitable as they 
had expected, and some of them now 
believe 
that 
there 
may 
be 
size 
limitations on the efficient farm. 
What is a family farm? According to 
the Agriculture Department it is “ an 
agricultural business in which the 
operator is a risk-taking manager, 
who, with his family, does more than 
half of the farm work.” 
The reason for our high food prices 
is the middleman. He’s got a great big 
appetite for money, and he's making 
all of us pay through the nose. 
The explanation isn’t that simple. 
There’s no denying that in recent years 
the foods that leave the farmer’s lands 
go through many processes that add to 
delivery cost. But there’s little 
evidence of any profiteering. 
First National City Bank notes that 
civilian .spending for farm foods in 1971 
totaled $111.1 billion, an increase of 


$44.2 billion over 1960. Of this increase, 
farmers received only $13.5 billion, the 
middleman $30.7 billion. 
However, little of this increase 
seems to be reflected in middleman 
profits. It seems there are more and 
more middlemen to prepare and dis­ 
tribute foods that once were delivered 
raw. And the middleman’s expenses 
also have risen. 
In summary: True, the transporting 
processing and distribution of foods is 
eating up a lot more of the food dollar 
But rather than blaming any oni 
group, perhaps you should accuse our 
( hanging customs and appetites. 
—By any measure, General Motors 
and American Telephone & Telegraph 
are the largest companies in tilt 
United States, in fact, the largest in the 
entire world. It’s been that way foi 
years.

threatened to destroy anyone who 
opposed President Nixon’s txilicies. 


The threat was made to a prominent 
doctor who had told Krogh he would 
not support legislation that would have 
created a permanent W'hite House 
office to deal w ith narcotics traffic and 
drug abuse. 


"Well, don’t worry, Doc,” Krogh is 
quoted as replying. "Anyone who 
opposes us we’ll destroy. As a matter 
of fact, anyone who doesn’t support us 
we’ll destroy.” 
Krogh could not be reached for 
comment. 
The doctor involved was Daniel X. 
Freedman, chairman of the depart­ 


ment of psychiatry at the University of 
Chicago and a well-known authority on 
psychoparmacology, the study of the 
effect of drugs on mental states. 
In a telephone interview Wednesday, 
Freed i nan confirmed the 1970 intr dent 
and said that, while he doubted that the 
threat endangered him, he was uneasy 
about it for a long time. 
"Maybe that’s just the way these 
people talk,** Dr. Freedman said. "I do 
think tile language was excessive. I 
remember thinking at the time that 
Krogh was referring to destruction of 
jieople in Congress who opposed the 
IYesident rather than to destruction of 
me, but I was very uneasy about the 
thing for several years. 
"I didn’t want to get hurt nor did I 
want anyone associated with me hurt. 
I vs as so uneasy because I lust couldn’t 
lx> certain what he had in mind.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — For John B. 
(onnally, there is a job of political 
salesmanship ahead 
if

establish firmly his new Republican 
credentials in time for what looks like 
a crowded 1976 presidential contest. 
As he switched parties, Connally 
said he sought no office, appointive or 
elective. That is the kind of thing 
politicians say three years in advance 
of a presidential campaign. 
It is also the kind of thing other 
politieans discount. 
Formally joining the GOP in its hour 
of Watergate trouble, Connally has 
been warmly greeted by the party 
establishment. But some of the same 
Republican leaders who welcomed 
him aboard are likely to be his rivals in 
the years immediately ahead.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Some of the 
military men assigned to Camp David 
have admitted using marijuana while 
guarding the presidential retreat in the 
Maryland mountains, the Pentagon 
says. 
The Defense Department said 
Tuesday that it had removed 28 
Marines and 18 Navy personnel from 
Camp David duty following an in­ 
vestigation into marijuana use there. 
ITesident Nixon frequently works at 
Camp David, as did Ins three imme­ 
diate predecessors. 
“ Some of the |>ersonnet transferred 
admitted use ol marijuana at some 
time during their assignment,” said 
the Pentagon. “ Others were either 
suspected of use or provided in­

The Pentagon did not name those 
who admitted to using marijuana, nor 
did it disclose the number. 
The servicemen were assigned to tin* 
Navy Support Activity at Thurmont, 
Md. That unit is responsible for 
maintenance and security at Camp 
David, which has been used by several 
presidents as a retreat. 
“ Because ol the sensitivity of the 
assignment and tin' special clearance

Plan Approved 


By Conference

gressional conferees are said to have 
approved a new $l-billion-a-year 
lending program for America’s rural 
electric and telephone systems. 


President Nixon, who killed an 
earlier program of direct loans from 
tax funds at 2 per cent interest, is 
expected to sign the compromise 
legislation 
if 
it 
gains 
final 
congressional approval, a Republican 
source said Tuesday. 
Senate action on the measure may 
come today. If the senators approve, 
the legislation would go to the House. 
In essence, sources said Tuesday, 
Senate-House conferees accepted the 
basic terms of the House-passed bill 
after removing mandatory language 
on loans at 2 per cent interest. This 
language was made discretionary, 
sources added, thus elim inating 
mandatory features that originally 
drew GOP opposition. 
Furtherm ore, 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz is said to 
have supplied a written pledge that 
administration officials would keep the 
program going at an annual level of 
roughly $1 billion during the next three 
years. The legislation itself is per­ 
manent, creating a revolving fund. 
The package would involve $763 
million a year in insured loans, most of 
it at 5 per cent interest hut $105 million 
of it at 2 per cent interest. There would 
also be an estimated $200 million 
annually in guaranteed loans. This 
would cover rural electrification. 
Rural telephone bank programs 
would be continued, with several 
amendments in the law. 
The goal of the low-interest loans is 
to provide help for the more needy 
rural systems. After killing the 2 per 
cent interest arrangement, Nixon had 
provided a plan of private financing 
for 
REA-backed 
loans 
with 
requirements that they bear 5 per cent 
interest. 
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
